STOCKHOLM, Sept. 4 (Reu- 
ter).—An unconfirmed report 
that the army of Marshal Ritter 
von Leib has contacted Soviet

The Nisei problem arises from 
Japanese emigration to’ the 
United States years ago. Their 
children, born on American soil, 
are American citizens just like 
any other’ child born in the 
United States. But they may 
also be Japanese subjects if 
their parents registered them 
shortly after their birth at a 
nearby Japanese Consulate. in 
that cnse they have two citizen- 
ships each of which is valid. 

Renunciation 

The Nisel who lives in Hawaii or 
California or elsewhere in the United 
States and-who never. leaves the 
country experience no legal problems. 
When in America one may fo to a 
Japanese Consulate and formally 
renounce his Japanese citizenship. 
Many Nisei do so. But once he 
arrives in Japan’ he can’t renounce 
Japanese citizenship although he 
can go to an American Consulate in 
Jopan and renounce his American 
citizenship. i

legally by the Government of Japan 
as a Japanese citizen, provided he 
hasn’t gone, through the renunciation 
formality before he arrived.

‘ Although appreciations vary as to the strengtli and danger of the “fifth 
column” in South America, there is unanimity among investigators regarding the 
‘changed political attitude of German colonists. All neutral accounts agree, and the 
“Christian Science Monitor's” correspondent’s observations concur, that the younger 
generation, boys and girls normally destined to be satisfactory New World citizens, 


have come under the spell of 


continent, 


Take the case of that strip of southern lakeland between 


Chile and Argentina. 


Since the first settlers three-quarters of 


a century ago, the German-spenking population, the majority on 


the Chilean ‘side, has increased 


to nearly 200,000.. The conduct 


of these colonists, especially young men‘and women of the fourth 
and fifth generations, intimates that a victorious Germany would 
convert them into 4@ serious problem both for the states of which 
they are technical citizens and for Pan-American statesmanship 
concerned with continental security, 


Investigators have not found 
the seeret airports and arms 
depots, so often alleged, but 
they have met with the ob- 
noxious Nazi-style comportment 
of younge Germans wherever 
they have travelled, by train, 
omnibus or lake and’ river 
steamer, But a few years ago 
these youths would haye gone 
out of their way, in conversa- 
tion and conduct, to emphasise 
their New World citizenship, 

Scout Activities 
. Another palpable development is 
the utillsatton by young Germans of 
national organisations of actual and 
potential military vatue. They form

“Success Story” 


Thomas Cook's rise was in the best 
tradition .of the Victorian “success 
story.” Born In the village of 
Melbourne, Derbyshire, in a tiny 
cotinge that still stands, he started 
work at the age of 10 as n gardener’s 
boy. Later he learned the trade of 
wood-turning from an uncle and sect 
up In business for himself at Market 
Harborough.. The idea for that first 
excursion came to him during a walle 
of {5 miles into Leicester to attend 
tn temperance gathering. So suc- 
cessful was the venture that he. was 
kept busy arranging similar ex- 
cursfons for the ‘next year or two. 
Launching out farther, in 1046 he 
conducted a party of 350 on o tour. to 
Scotland, For the Greot Exhibitlon 
of 1851 he carricd 165,000 visitors to 
London from all parts of the British 
Isles, me 

In 1885 Thomns Cook made , are 
rangements for thousands of visitors 
to the Parig Exhibition and so opened 
the way for hls first Continental 
tour—a grand circular tour that in- 


cluded Brussels, Cologne, the Rhine, } . 


Heidelberg, Strasbourg, and Paris, 
During the carly sixties “his Con- 
tinental- activities extended rapidly. 


In 1885, a8 he was to write later, 


“through many difficulties, I got my 
Ort: party to Rome and Naples, and 
for several years our way was 
through — brigandelnfested districts, 
when military escorts protected us.” 
The frst round-the-world tour wus 
made {n 1872 by. Thomas Cook him- 
self with -nine companions, It 
aroused such interest that The Times 
commissioned him to send a series 
of dispatches describing its progress:

Travel Agency’s Record 
Of Growth 


‘The first excursion organized — by. 
Thomas Cook was a chenp railway 
trip from Leicester to Loughborough 
and back on July 5, 1041. It was an 
artful device to secure a geod atten- 
dance at a temperance imecting at 
Loughborough; fer Thomas Cook, 
then nged 32, was .an_ aoracnt 
tectotaller nnd ‘secretary of the 
South Midland Temperance Assocla- 
tion. So. began the world-wide and 
world-famous travel ogehcy which 
has nttained its centenary. ~ 


“Success Story” 


Thomas Cook's rise was In the best 
tradition of the Victorian “success 
story." Born in- the village of 
Melbourne, Derbyshire, in a tiny 
cottage that stlll stands, he started 
work at the age of 10 as a gardener's 
boy, Later he learned the trade of 
wood-turning from an uncle and sct 
up in business for himself at Market 


Harborough. The Idea for that first ]- 


excursion came to him during a walk 
of 15 miles into Leleester to attend 
a temperance gathering, So suc- 
cessful was the venture that he was 
kept busy arranging similar ex~ 
‘cursions for the next year or two. 
Launching out farther, in 1846 he 
conducted a party of 350 on a tour to 
Scotland. For the Great Exhibition 
of 1851 he carried 165,000 visitors to 
London from all parts of the British 
Isles, yer 

In 1855 Thomas Cook made ar- 
rangements for thousands of visitors 
to the Paris Exhibition and so opencd 
the way for his’ first Continental 
tour—a grand circular tour that in- 
cluded Brussels, Cologne, the Rhine, 
Heidelberg, Strasbourg, and Paris, 
During the enrly sixtics his Con- 
tinental activities extended rapidly. 

_In 1865, as he wus to write later 
“through many diMcultics, I got my 
first. party to: Rome and Naples, and 
for several: years our way was 
through  brigand-infested  distridts, 
when miflitary escorts protected us." 
The first round-the-world tour wus 
made in 1872 by Thomas Cook him- 
self with ‘nine companions. It 
aroused such interest that The Times 
commissioned him to send a series 
of dispatches- describing its progress.
